Skinning a Sea Otter. 

A full grown sea otter is from fore 
to five feet long aud perbaps a foot of 
more wide.

| and head, and without cutting it length- 


wise at all be pulls the skin down over 
the body, the hide being so elastic that 
this is not a difficult job. it is then 
stretched over a smooth. board six and 
a half feet jong. nine inches wide at: 

Hach’ 
end of this board is tapered to a point, : 
Another board exactly the same size is 
then inserted, and the skin is stretched 
a foot or eighteen inches longer than 
its original length.

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THE JAPANESE TREATY 


TERMS OF NEW TREATY NOT 
ACCEPTABLE TO CANADA 


Government Decides That It Would 
Be Better to Allow Present Agree- 
ment to Run for a Couple of Years 
More and Then Make a New One 
—Question of Free Imports to 
United Kingdom. 


Ottawa.—That the terms of the new 
treaty between Great Brtain and Ja- 
pan are not suitable to Canadian con- 
ditions and that this is the chief rea- 
son why Canada declined to adhere 
to the treaty, is made clear in a re- 
turn tabled which sets forth the rea- 
sons why Canada proposes to con- 
tinue the existing treaty with Japan 
for a couple of years in order that 
it may have an opportunty to make 
one of its own with the Mikado’s em- 
pire. 

The return shows that since the an- 
nouncement of the new pact between 
Great Britain and Japan, T. Naka- 
mur, Japanese consul general at Otta- 
wa, took up with Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and his colleagues the question of 
the advisability of a Canadian treaty. 

The reasons for declining to take 
this step are set forth in a letter ad- 
dressed by Hon. 8. Fielding to the 
Japanese consul general in which the 
Canadian minister says he had obser- 
ved that the terms and conditions of 
the treaty do not seem to be in their 
entirety satisfactory to circumstances 
of Canada and that in consequence 
Canadian ministers had some hesita- 
tion in advising that immediate ad- 
herence to its terms which the Jap- 
anese government desires. 

Mr: Fielding then proceeds to point 
out that article 8 of the treaty pro- 
vides that articles the product of 
manufacture of the United Kingdom 
shall not on importation to Japan be 
subjected to higher custom duties 
than those specified in schedules at- 
tached, also that articles the product 
of manufacture of Japan shall be free 
of duty-on importation into the 
United Kingdom. 

Mr. Fielding goes on to say that 
there might: be a question in the event 
of Canada giving adherence to the 
treaty this schedule would become ap- 
plicable to Canada. He _ proceeds: 
“‘Granting, however, that it would so 
apply on examination of details shown 
that while no doubt well adapted to 
conditions of trade between Great 
Britain and Japan, the . schedule is 
not wholly suited to. commercial in- 
terehange between Japan and Can- 
ada. 

“Part I., of schedules of example 
which contains a list of products upon 
which maximum duties are fixed does 
not include many products in export 
of which Canada is largely interested 
and on the other hand Part II. of the 
schedule containing a list of Japan- 
ese products to which Great Britain 
agrees to’ give admisson free of duty 
includes silk and other articles which 
are dutiable on importation into Can- 
ada, although free of customs duty in 
Great Britain.

pending forming of a new treaty.” 


Prince San Chi Defies Police 

Shanghai.—According to a_ custom 
in China the members of the Imperial 
Family are above the law. Prince 
San-Chi has. been. doing just as he 
likes recently, fortified with this im- 
munity. It is said that there is not 
a hygienic law that this interesting 
person has not broken. In fact, his 
great recreation seems to have been 
to defy the police. At length to the 
endurance of the police there came a 
limit, and on representations being 
made to the Minister of the Interior, 
that official brought the matter under 
the notice of the Regent, who has not 
only abolished the “convention,” but 
the Prince’s recreations also, and has 
given instructions that in future he 
must act as an ordinary citizen, or 
stand the consequences. 


Arbitration Treaties Drafted 

Washington, D.C.—The draft of an 
arbitration treaty was’ submitted to 
the British and French governments 
through their ambassadors here as a 
basis for negotiating permanent treat- 
ies on general lines. Questions of 
honor and vital interest are to be the 
subject of arbitration. The Hague 
tribunal will decide the issues, Ques- 
tions which both parties agree aré 
not: justifiable are to be referred to 
special commissions to devise a means 
of settlement. Agreements are to be 
submitted to the United States senate 
for ratification. The remainder of the 
treaty provides the necessary ma- 
chinery for arbitration, 

Working for a Real Settlement 

Winnipeg.—C. W. Gordon, looking 
into the coal miner's trouble, has re- 
turned here and is pessimistic re- 
garding the aspect of settlement, He 
says that the board could have patch- 
ed up a temporary agreement but that 
had been done before and what was 
wanted was a settlement that would 
last some years. The inquiry would 
be resumed in three weeks and con- 
tinued until the men went back to 
work,

GUARANTEE FOR SECURITIES | 


Government Assistance for 160 Miles 
of Roads to Coal 
Mines 

Ottawa, Ont.—Hon. W. 8. Fielding 
gives notice .of the following resolu- 
tion to be considered when the house 
resumes in July: 

To amend, chapter six of the act of 
1910, the Canadian Northern Alberta 
Railway Act, under which the gover- 
nor-general-in-council was author- 
ised to aid and assist the construc- 
tion of a line of railway from a point 


;at or near Edmonton or Strathcona, 


thence in a generally southwesterly 
direction to the coal areas situated at 
or near Brazeau river and the head- 
quarters of the McLeod river for a} 
distance of 150 miles, such aid and 
assistance being thereby authorized to 
be given in the form of a guarantee 
with the Dominion as guaranteer of 
principal and interest of securities of 
the company to the extent of $13,000 
per mile, for the first 50 miles, and to 
the extent of $25,000 for the remain- 
ing 100 miles of the line to be aided, 
by substituting in the said act for the 
lines so authorized to aid the fol- 
lowing described line of railway which 
the company by its charter is em- 
powered to construct, namely: ‘‘A line 
of railway of the Canadian Northern 
Alberta Railway company from a 
point at or near Edmonton or St. Al- 
bert, Alberta, thence in a generally 
westerly direction to the coal areas 
situated on the compsny’s authorized 
line at or near Brule Lake in Jasper 
Park. And to provide that such aid 
and assistance may be granted the 
line by these resolutions proposed to 
be substituted in the said act for the 
line therein described.” 

A second clause provided that the 
securities guaranteed shall be secur- 
ed by a deed of trust by way of a 
mortgage or charge approved by the 
governor-in-council, and that ‘such 
deeds of trust will grant a first mort- 
gage upon 150 miles of railway and 
its property. 


JEWS FLOCK TO AMERICA 


They Will Come to This Country 
When the Panama Canal 
is Opened | 

Los Angelés.—Tens of thousands of | 
Jews will immigrate direct to Cali- 
fornia on steamers from Europe fol- 
lowing the opening of the Panama 
eanal, and the bulk will land in San 
Francisco, according to Dr. Louis 
Meyer, of New York, associate editor 
of The Missionary Review of the 
World, and authority on the Jewish 
missionary and immigration  situa- 
tion. Dr. Meyer, who is the guest. of 
Lyman Stewart, president of the 
Union Oil company, discussed the 
subject before the Federation club and 
the Bible institute. ; 

“The Jews, who will come princi- 
nally. from. Russia,’’ he said, “will 
form a valuable addition to this coun- 
try’s population. If properly taken 
care of thev will become fine citizens. 
The Jews of San Francisco are already 
preparing for the great influx. 

“Tt will surprise many Americans to 
know that the Jewish is from 10 to 
13 per cent. of all the immigration in- 
to this country. Only the Italians 
come in greater numbers. Now 73 per 
cent. of the Jewish immigration +s 
from Russia and 63. per cent. settles 
New York.” 


TREATY FOR PEACE IN ORDER 


Is Now Ready to Be Presented to the 
British Government for 


Approval 
Washington, D. C.—The proposed 
treaty of arbitration between the 


United States and Great Britain upon 
which rests the hope of the English- 
speaking peoples for a permanent 
peace between the two great nations, 
and which probably will be a model 
for peace pacts with other nations, 
has at last reached the stage where it 
is to be presented to the British gov- 
ernment for its approval. 

The state department has been con- 
stantly at work upon the treaty, and 
recently Secretary Knox presented a 
tentative draft to the cabinet. Ap- 
parently it was most satisfactory to 
the president and his official family 
as a whole. ; 

Secretary Knox, after the cabinet 
meeting, announced that the tentative 
draft would be submitted to Ambas- 
sador Bryce for transmission to the 
British foreign office. Exchanging of 


notes between the two nations will 
follow. When the final draft is ac- 
cepted by both countries the com- 


pleted treaty will be signed and sub- 
mitted to the United States senate for 
approval and ratification.

agreement. Canada was _ perfectly 
within her statutory rights and the 
government could not interfere. The 
United Kingdom never could offer 
Canada the same advantages as could 
the United States, and must give 
Canada a fair field for promoting her 
own prosperity as she thought best. 

War Secretary Haldane, who recent- 
ly was elected to the peerage, said it 
was the policy of the government to 
give the people of Canada every fa- 
cility to do the ‘best they could for 
themselves. The government held 
that it was not to the disadvantage 
of the United Kingdom that Canada 
should develop trade conditions with 
the United States. 

“We hold,” continued the secretary, 
“that Canada, with a great trade of. 
this kind, cannot fail to be a more 
prosperous Canada, affording a better 
market for our goods and able to do 
more trade with ourselves. There- 
fcre, from every point of view, we | 
look upon the step in our interests, as 
well as in the interests of Canada. 
Tt is not for us to interfere in her 
policies. We do not think it a good 
thing to attempt to guide or_ influ- 
ence the policy of our great Domin- 
ions in the matters of trade. We are 
free traders and we intend to remain 
free traders.” 


The Great West Express

FIERCE FIGHT WITH PIRATES 


Engineer Was Captured by 
Pirates and Held for 
Ransom 

Victoria, B. C.—Many. thrilling inci- 
dents connected with the wreck of the 
Pacific mail liner Asia, at Finger 
Rock, on April 25, were recounted by 
arrivals by ‘the steamer Chicago, 
which reached port from the Orient 
recently. 

Timothy F. Healy, a San Francisco 
newspaper man, said that a big fleet 
of Chinese junks descended on the 
wreck and only a constant fusilade of 
revolver shots prevented the pirates 
interfering with the ‘landing of the 
survivors. 

Captain Gaukroger,. with others who 
remained on the wreck, were engaged 
all night in a regular battle with the 
Chinese pirates, who rushed the wreck 
ar boarded it despite the revolver 

re. 

The last -boat to leave the wreck 
was captured by the pirates, in it 
were A. J. Cozens, a first assistant 
engineer; Arthur Arundel, boiler 
tender; three Chinese and one Japan- 
ese seamen and some mail. Cozens 
made a deal to be taken off the 
American barque and promised a re- 
ward of $300. The Chinese consented, 
secured his money and put back on 
the wreck. .

DANCES OUT WEST. 


Englishwoman Describes Her Impres- 
sions For Her Countrywomen. 


An Englishwoman in the Canadian 
West, Gertrude Laird, has written 
some of her experiences for The Lon- 
don Mail, and we quote what she has 
to say about a rural dance, and the 
advice she offers other Englishwomen 
who emigrate to the wheat country. 

“Dancing is,” she says, “‘a great re- 
source. The first dance I went to was 
for young people only. The girls all 
arrived first and sat in a row along 
the wall, and at a given moment the 
young men burst in, marched t the 
girls, and shook hands with each, 
with the remark: “Pleased to see 
you.” We then began to danée, sol- 
emnly and slowly; no romping or hop 
“waltzes at these dances. Most of the 
men wore boots, none had gloves, and 
only one had a dress suit. The ‘cos- 
tumes of the girls were varied, but 
all very short, tweed suits being ap- 
parently considered suitable. I ‘was 
the only one in a low dress. I soon 
saw the wisdom of a short skirt; the 
floor was thick in dust, and my long 
skirt swept it up like a motor car. 
Halfway through the dance, the girla 
once more resumed their seats and 
the young men vanished, reappearing 
with stacks of huge plates and mas- 
sive cups, baskets packed with large 
sandwiches with the crusts on, and a 
varied assortment of cake. A plate 
and a cup were deposited on your 
lap, and you took as much sandwich, 
cake, and coffee as you were likely to 
consume. There are also card parties 
innumerable during the winter even- 
ings, when one sits and plays euchre 
for hours in boiling hot rooms (80 de- 
grees is conside a pleasant tem- 
perature for houses, but I know man 
of them-were upon 100 degrees). * 
wore my thinnest summer garments 
the whole winter, and was often too 
warm then. 

“Do not be too insular to conform 
to custom. Never start eating at table 
antil cerner is helped; always put 
on your best clothes if you want to go 
out to post a letter or get a pound of 
tea; wear your rubbers an every pos- 
sible occasion; drink tea with your 
dinner, learn the proper way to eat 
Indian corn, and do not brag about 
the Old Country. 

“In fact, keeping humor paramount, 
learn to combine the many excellent 

ints of Canadian life with the re- 
nement and homeliness of England, 
then Englishwomen will make a great 
mark in Canada, and will cease to be 
looked upon, as they too often are 
howadays, as so many curiosities.”

Ac- 
cording to the custom of the family, 
whic: was inaugurated a century ago, 
t... members of the Paris, Lundon and 
Vienna houses must meet tu choose 
their leader. The head of the London 
house, Lord Nathaniel Mayer Roths- 
child, who was an intimate friend of 
the late King Edward, probably will 
be chosen on account of his recognized 
ability. When the founder of the 
house died in 1812 he called his sons 
around him and told them always to 
accept the counsel of the wisest. 
Their adherence to that command has 
built up the most powerful family in 
the financial world. 

The name Rothschild dates back a 


little more than 100 years, when an 
ancestor kept a red shield over the 
door of his curiosity and pawnbrok- 
er’s shop. From that he was called 
Red Shield or Rothschild. He was a 
Jew who was forced to hide in his 
hetto by night and who was treated 
ike a dog by day. His name was not 
even of sufficient importance to be re- 
corded.. He desired his son, Mayer 
Anselm, to become a rabbi. 

Mayer Anselm went to school, but 
the desire to handle money, which he 
had learned in his father’s shop, was 
strong upon him, and he soon turned 
back to become a clerk for a banker 
of Hanover. When he became a man 
he returned to Frankfort and hung 
out the red shield of his father. 

William I[X., landgrave of Hesse, 
who become Elector William I., was 
playing chess one day when the young 
merchant was brought to him. The 
landgrave was in a tight place in the 
game. 

“Do you understand chess?” Wil- 
liam asked. . 

“Sufficiently well to induce me, 
were the game mine, to castle on the 
king’s side,’’ was the answer. 

The elector followed the advice and 
won the game. So well pleased was 
the elector that he and the merchant 
became friends. Now, the father of 
the elector was the man who sold the 
Hessian soldiers to King George dur- 
-ing the American Revolution He re- 
ceived $20,000.000 for their services. 
and when he died $5,000,000 was leit, 
and this went to the son. After the 
battle of Jena Napoleon advanced on 
Hesse. William. was afraid he would 
lose the money so he gave it to his 
adviser of the chess game. 

The bulk of the Hessian money was 
transferred to Nathan Mayer Roths- 
child, the most brilliant financier in 
the fam ly. He took it across the 
mountains on muleback and finally 
reached Manchester, England, with 
it. Soon after that he opened busi- 
ness in London. At the time of the 
battle of Waterloo he was the leading 
financier. He anticipated the ticker 
of to-day by keeping track of the muar- 
kets of Europe by the use of carrier 
pigeons. 

thschild’s greatest coup was after 
the battle of Waterloo. He had mes- 
sengers to bring him reports of the 
movements of the armies, but for once 
he did not trist to messengers. He 
went himself. Just before the tide of 
battle had turned against Napoleon 
messengers hastened to London with 
the news that the battle was lost. It 
was not sv with Rothschild. He wait- 
ed until the old guard went down to 
defeat before the fire of the allies. 
Then he galloped to Ostend, from 
whence he went to the coast in a car- 
riage. 

The next morning Rothschild ap- 

ared at the exchange in his dis- 
eveled clothing. He stood by one of 
the columns a picture of despair. He 
said nothing to any one. The mear- 
kets weut down. Every one was anx- 
ious to sell.

malingering was practiced to an ex- 
tent that is hardly credible by des- 
perate men who would go to almost 
any length in order to escape work. 
He writes: 

“Self-inflicted injuries of the most 
serious character often led to amputa- 
tion of limbs and other ‘operations. 
The practice of placing arms and legs 
under railway trucks on the works 
was so prevalent at one convict prison 
that no less than 25 major amputa- 
tions were performed in one year. 

“Another violent prisoner who 
feigned stiffness of his index finger 
to avoid oakum picking was so irate 
when the finger was forcibly bent that 
on returning to his cell he promptly 
placed the offending finger in the 
hingse of his table, which was at- 
tached to the cell wall, and violently 
raised the leaf, with the result that 
the finger was absolutely shattered 
and had to be removed. 

“A remarkable example of the per- 
sistence with which a malingering ca- 
reer could be carried on was afforded 
by the case of the notorious criminal 
Bidwell, who was sentenced to penal 
servitude for life in connection with 
the Bank of England forgeries. He 
was in good health on conviction, but 
never did any active work in prison. 

“‘Feigning loss of power in his leg 
he lay in bed from day to day and 
from year to year, defying all efforts 
of persuasion and resisting all un- 
pleasant coercive measures devised to 
make him work. When I saw him at 
Dartmoor at the end of eight or nine 
years of his sentence long disuse of 
his legs had rendered him almost a 
cripple. 

“The muscles were extremely wast- 
ed, and both hip and knee joints were 
contracted in a state of semi-flexion, 
so that he lay doubled up in a bun- 
dle. Though he was examined time 
after time by experts no one. succeed- 
ed in discovering any organic disease 
or any cause for his condition other 
than his own firmly-expressed deter- 
mination never to do a day’s work for 
the Britsih Government — a threat 
which I believe he ultimately carried 
out.” 


Coffse. te 


The old coffee houses which were so 
common once upon a time have dis- 
appeared, put the popularity of the 
beverage still remains. Only two plants 
of the species are cultivated to any 
great extent—the Arabian and the Li- 
berian. The coffeé-shrub first blossoms 
in its third year and then bears only 
a small crop of fruit. The fifth year is 
usually the time of its first consider- 
able yield. In Java three gatherings 
are made yearly, called the “early,” 
the “‘chief” and the “after crop,”’ but 
only the second is of great importance. 
The flower enioys ouly a short-lived 
existence, as the setting of the fruit 
usually takes place within 24 hours 
and the petals wither and fall off al- 
most immediately. A coffee estate in 
full bloom is a pretty sight, but its 
glory is very quickly past. 

The name Mocha is applied general. 
ly to the coffee produced in Arabia 
and Abyssinia. The best portion 1 
its crop goes to Turkey and -Egypt, 
being bought on the trees by traders, 
who themselves look after the picking 
and preparation. Abyssinia is the 
original home of coffee. The finest cof 
fee of Arabia is grown in the Yemen 
proviice and the best beans are re- 
served for consumption in the country 
or the courts of the Sultan of Turkey. 
the Khedive of Egypt or the Shah of 
Persia, or the other principal rulers 
of the Mahometan world. In the Brit- 
ish Empire the chief coffee producing 
countries are India, Jamaica, British 
Central Africa and Ceylon. Smali 
quantities of the product are also 
grown in Queensland, British Hondur- 
as and Natal.
